P ittsburg’, Aug. 20 — An explosion 
of a furnace in th e Carnegie plant at 
Bessem er near Braddock a t 5 o'clock 
th is m orning, killed six and injured 
eight. 
Five 
of 
these 
w ill 
die. 
Denver, Col., Aug. 20.— A portion of 
the Gumry hotel; the scene of Sunday 
n ig h t’s frightful disaster, is still stand­ 
ing, 
gaunt and sinister, constantly 
threatening to crash down upon those 
delving in the ruins a t any moment. 
The search for victim s has been con­ 
stantly carried on w ith the utm ost en­ 
ergy w ith the aid of tw enty arc lights. 
Flam es broke out afresh in the wreck­ 
age, and thor fire engines are again 
pouring forth water, still further im­ 
peding the work of rescue. 
The list of dead and m issing now 
num bers tw enty-nine, m aking the dis­ 
aster the worst th a t ever occurred in the 
city. 
Among the m issing is now included 
E lm er Pierce (not Lush), the night en­ 
gineer, who is said to have re-entered 
th e hotel ju st before the explosion oc­ 
curred. It is to this m an’s carelessness 
th a t the disaster is attributed. 
The bodies of Peter Gumry and Gen­ 
eral Adams are 
still 
In the 
ruins. 
Judge Jam es Glynn, who was at first 
supposed to have been in his room at 
the hotel, tu rn s out to be at Holyoke, 
Colo., where he was spending Sunday 
w ith friends. The dead:

M urphy came to Denver from Omaha 
six years ago. 
J. E. Calkins, wife and baby, W’ho 
were thought for a tim e to have been 
victim s of the casualty, have been lo­ 
cated in the Highlands. Mr. Calkins 
is a newspaper man from Davenport, 
Iowa, city editor of the Gazette. They 
registered at the Gumry on their a r­ 
rival here, but later w ent to stay w ith 
friends. 
Joe Muneal, of Cairo, 111., was res­ 
cued at 2:30 o’clock in the morning, 
after an hour’s work. 
His injuries, 
though severe, are not thought to be 
fatal. 
There is no doubt the disaster was 
caused by a boiler explosion. 
Elm er 
Pierce, the engineer, it is said, was in­ 
toxicated, and 
after turning a large 
quantity of cold w ater into the boilers, 
left the building ten m inutes before 
jtheexplosion occurred. 
The police are 
looking 
for 
him. 
R. E. Irw in, the 
night clerk, says Pierce, who was only 
17 years old, was drunk when he went 
on duty, and th at he was in the habit of 
neglecting his duty. Irw in was pinned 
beneath some heavy tim bers of his desk 
by the explosion and was rescued by a 
fireman. 
He has scalp wounds and in­ 
ternal injuries, but will recover. 
The total loss caused by the explo­ 
sion and fire is $75,000. 
The Gumry 
hotel was worth $25,000 and had $8,000 
w orth of furniture. It is a total wreck, 
but was insured for $25,000. 
The Mc- 
Mann block, which stands next to the 
Gumry, was also heavily damaged. The 
loss on the building is $25,000, as the 
building will 
have to be torn down. 
This block is Insured for $15,000. The 
stock of A. Lilliblade, valued at $30,000, 
is only partly lost. 
Peter Gumry, the owner of the hotel, 
was one of the old-time citizens of Den­ 
ver. 
He was about 60 years of age and 
a widower, his daughter being the wife 
of R. C. Griener, all three of whom per 
ished in the explosion. 
By trade he 
was a contractor and builder, and in 
this branch of business made a good 
deal of money. 
He superintended the 
construction of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the courthouse, and more re­ 
cently the capitol. 
He was a Scotch 
man.

Forest Fires in Washington Nearly Cause 
a Wreck. 
Spokane, W ash., Aug. 20.—Passen­ 
gers on the west-bound G reat N orthern 
train had a narrow escape from death 
Sunday night. 
The train had passed 
through a fiery furnace of burning 
forests for a distance of ten miles, and 
when it reached the Little Spokane riv­ 
er, about tw enty miles east of this city, 
a huge tree fell across the track from 
the mountain above, just as the train J 
was 
passing. The engine struck 
it, 
causing the train to stop so suddenly 
as to throw the passengers violently 
from their seats. The burning tree was 
dragged partially under the cars, and 
for a moment the train toppled to one 
side, until it alm ost went into a 150- 
foot chasm on the other side. 
So in­ 
tense wras the heat from the forest fire 
th at the coaches blistered, and almost 
took fire. 
The passengers for a time 
were panic-siricken, and but for the 
coolness of me train crew they would 
have rushed to certain death. 
The 
burning tree set fire to the mail and 
baggage cars, but the flames were ex­ 
tinguished with water from the stream . 
W ith axes the track was cleared, and 
the train succeeded in reaching here 
badly damaged. 
St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 20.—W hile pas­ 
senger train No. 6 on the Omaha road 
was crossing 
the*W isconsin 
Central 
bridge over the Chippewa river, about 
a mile from Chippewa Falls, the iron 
work and braces on one side parted 
from the upper cord. One side of the 
track sunk about a foot, when it caught 
and held, while the train passed safely 
over. 
Had the track sunk a trifle furth­ 
er the train and its twenty-five pas­ 
sengers would have toppled over into 
the river, forty-five feet below.

This is the story, emphasized by 
each quarter, under the new tariff. 
There have just been issued by the 
state department advance sheets show­ 
ing from reports of consuls, the val­ 
ue of importations from France, Ger­ 
many and several other countries for 
the first quarter of the current year. 
In every instance there is a marked 
increase over the values for the corre­ 
sponding quarter of 1894. 
From Ger­ 
many the increase amounted to $7,000- 
000 and it was nearly as great an 
amount from France. 
During the same period the decline 
in the value of our exports was about 
the same in amour t as the increase in 
the value of imports,thus most clearly 
showing the one-sided operation rf 
the new tariff. 
It may be satisfying 
to some to say that all this is evidence 
of reviving prosperity, but it is a ser ­ 
ous question as to how long we can 
continue in this course without peril 
to our national solvency and credit.

A coterie of advanced labor men in 
San Francisco have solved the money 
question, as far as they personally are 
concerned, by getting along without 
gold or silver. They are endeavoring 
to prove that it is possible to do busi­ 
ness without any medium of exchange 
other than common honesty. The new 
society is known as the Labor Ex­ 
change, in connection with the Ameri­ 
can Industrial 
Union, with 
national 
headquarters in Chicago, and is based 
on the idea that people seldom want 
what they themselves produce. There­ 
fore, they say that the way to solve the 
labor problem is to put the products 
of industry in the market for exchange 
for other commodities. 
This Labor 
Exchange conducts a general store, to 
which 
the idle shoemaker or other 
manual worker brings the products he 
has manufactured at home or in his 
shop during a lull in business. He is 
paid nothing in money for the goods 
he deposits, but is given a certificate, 
which entitles him to any goods in the 
store as pay for his wares. Mr. Glesser, 
the manager of the store, says that by 
the aid of this system during the past 
year goods valued at many thousands 
of dollars have been exchanged among 
the members of the society. The cer­ 
tificate reads that it is not redeemable 
in legal tender, but is receivable by the 
association as payment for merchandise 
for all services. The certificate is se­ 
cured by the real and personal prop­ 
erty of the association. There are, ac­ 
cording to the San Francisco Examiner, 
150 members of the exchange in San 
Francisco, and about 800 in the state. 
Plans are under consideration by the 
San Francisco branch by which shoe­ 
makers, 
glovemakers, 
knitters 
and 
other 
artisans 
will 
be kept 
em­ 
ployed 
to 
keep 
up 
the 
stock 
of 
the 
various 
stores 
in 
the 
state. 
They will be paid wholly by checks or 
certificates, which entitle them to draw 
out goods to the value of their earnings.

A FIRE C U R T A IN O F W A TER . 


A n E ffe c tiv e D e v ic e to S ave B u ild in g s fr o m 


D e str u c tio n by a S p r e a d in g F ir e. 
An effective device for the protection 
of buildings 
from fires in 
adjacent 
structures has been successfully tested 
in Boston. The idea worked out in the 
apparatus is to maintain a sheet of 
water between the fire and the building 
to be protected. This is done by plac­ 
ing on every open side of the building 
near the top a line of perforated piping 
for carrying the water. The complete 
apparatus consits of a five-inch stand­ 
pipe, extending over the upper story. 
From it runs another pipe around the 
sides and front, from two and one-half 
to four inches in diameter. 
On the 
front are three revolving sprinklers, 
and one is placed at each exposed side, 
in the center. The arms are of bronze 
metal, slightly curved. At each end of 
the arms is a ball nozzle, such as is 
used by fire departments on regular 
hose lines. At the Boston test a fire 
department steamer furnished the pow­ 
er, and for about fifteen minutes poured 
through the 
sprinkler a delivery 
of 
1,000 gallons a minute, completely 
drenching the walls, and keeping a 
continuous sheet of water from top to 
bottom.
